On the afternoon of 7 Sept. a lengthy discussion was held with TIRRALIRRA 
and CI Z2 for the purpose of clarifying the conflicting reports" 
concerning the opera tional craft used for the expedition TILESTONE-Baher and 
secondly, to obtain as complete a picture as possible concerning the pląns 
and intentions of the TIEBARS and the THESTONIANS concerning the 
forthcoming expedition, T IL ES TONE - Charlie. 


2....When it becarae apparent that the TILESTONIAN craft could not be 
reapired in tirae for the second attempt, the TIEBARS reąeusted the aid of 
the British...At the time these negotiations were concluded, TILESTONE and 
£ 'j were the only outside individuals advised of the plan to Ūse a British 
acąuired creft. At that time TILESTONE nand CZ ^ were sirom to secrecy 
b y the TIEABRS, as it was the intentian of the TIEBARS to keep this Information 
frora TIRRALIRRA, Gen* TEPFERS and other Bdlts. 


3. Concerning TILESTONE Charlie, C ZJ and TIRRALIRRA met with 
d Z2 and Capt. ANDREASSON on 2 Sept. at which time a general discussion 
concerning plane and problema of TILESTONE Charlie took place. 


5. ftpprox. 10,000 kr. is estiraated expenditure - calcutlaįed to include 
6 travellers and 5 man boat crew; Of the above estimate, probable that 
TIEBARS will xkdbxx supply sorae portion of it. However, as past experiencex 
hhayillustratetį this supoort cannto be counted upon and the TILESTONIANS feel 
they will be forced through one means or another to provide the nearessary 
funds. 


7. The expianation of the beeming breach of confidence on the part of 
^7 and TIRRALIRRA has served to restore some of our confidence in the 
group and we feel they can be relied upon in the f uture ...... 

10. Re para 3 of WSSW 850, we know that ' d envisions the project 
on a long term basis. . . .Admittedly he is improvising now to provide, as 
you statė, n a rather negative check 11 on the area. Kd is of the opinion that 
no large scale Baltic activities could be undertaken without notice coming to 
him through the sources now established. This is of sorae importance to him in 
view of Sireden’s almost non-existent radar facilities.
